The imperative forms of triliteral hamzated verbs * 

To arrive at the imperative forms of triliteral hamzated verbs, 
apply the following rules in order to the second-person jussive forms 
(a simplified version of the rules is given at the end of the 
discussion) : 

(1) Drop the prefix. If the jussive form is a Measure IV verb, 
add to it /'a-/ after dropping the prefix: 

/tu'min/ 'you (M.S.) believe' /'min/ ^-/'a'min/ 

/ta'kul/ 'you (M.S.) eat' »- /'kul/ 

/ta'mal/ 'you (M.S.) hope' /'mal/ 

/ta'Qur/ 'you (M.S.) relate (something) "-/'eur/ 

(2) If the form which results from the application of rule (1) 
begins with two consonants, additional changes are determined by the 
vowel which follows those two consonants:

Sometimes the 
presence of the initial /'uu-/ is necessary to differentiate two 
imperative forms which would otherwise be identical; in such cases, the 
/'uu-/ is not dropped. Thus /'uukul/ becomes Aul/, but /'uu©ur/ remains 
unchanged in order to be distinct from /9ur/ (the imperative form of the 
verb /eaara/ 'to revolt;). 

The above rules are complicated, and some of them produce 
extremely infrequent forms. The rules given below are therefore a 
deliberate simplification.

Conditional Sentences 

A conditional sentence consists of two clauses joined by one of 
a set of conjunctions called conditional particles. 

The following characteristics should be noted: 

(1) The clause introduced by the particle is called the "condition" 
(or the "protasis") and the other clause is called the "result" (or the 
"apodosis") . 

The occurrence or the validity of what the result expresses 
depends on the occurrence or the validity of what the condition 
expresses . 

(2) In regard to tense and mood, the verbs which occur in 
conditional sentences are governed by complicated rules. 

(3) The particles i and J sometimes occur at the 
beginning of the result; their occurrence is governed by precise but 
rather complicated rules. 

Because of the above considerations, conditional sentences 
will be taught for recognition only; thus the student will be required 
merely to understand the meaning of certain conditional constructions;
